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DETAILED ACTION 

The finality of the office action mailed May 10, 2005 has been 
withdrawn in view of new grounds of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 24, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Haines, US 200301 31 398A1. Haines teaches a belt 10 for 
attachment to a medical instrument (healthcare professional) 5 comprising 
information tag 170 or 70 and a holder or holster 30 or 130 for holding 
disinfectant spray bottle 32. 

Claim 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bates, U. S. Patent 2002/0157896. Bates teaches a tag for a stethoscope 
comprising a central connector (aperture 74) adapted for connecting to the 
tubular portion 54 of the stethoscope, a nametag (outer surface 62) 
attached to and extending from the central connector. The nametag taught 
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by Bates has a first surface for receiving a printed message 41 . Bates also 
teaches an accessory holder 70 attached to the connector on a side 
opposite the nametag, wherein the accessory holder and the nametag are 
disposed on opposite sides of the central connector 74. (See figures 5-6). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 28-33 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 8-21 are allowed.
